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Tools and equipment 


HANDY CHECKEIEST 


— Sharp- and blunt-ended sewing needles | Tapestry and yarn needles 
PA are useful for sewing up projects, because their blunt ends won't damage 
delicate wool fibres. Use a sharp-ended needle to secure darned-in 
ends or to attach trimmings. Make sure you choose a needle with an 
eye that is large enough for the yarn you're using, so that you don't split 
or damage the yarn. 


ium o A Cable needle | Cable needles have a point at each end and a small, 
ir V-shaped bend, ог kink, іп the middle. The kink prevents stitches from 
sliding away when knitting cable patterns. Cable needles are available 
in various sizes; select needles that are closest in size to the needles you 
are using for the rest of your knitting. 


Stitch holder | You should always try to keep enough stitch holders 
handy - they are especially useful when you need to set aside stitches at 
shoulders, necklines, or pockets to work on later. If you run out of stitch 
holders, you can use spare double-pointed needles, but be careful, as 
stitches can easily slide off needles without stitch stoppers. 


Row counter | Arow counter helps you to keep track of how many rows 
you have completed as you knit. You can slip it on to one of your needles or 
attach it to your work with a safety pin. Some counters have to be manually 
changed every time you finish a row; others are just "clicked" at the end of 
each row. Either way, they only work if you remember to use them! 


Tape measure | Before you start a project, use a tape measure to take the 
body measurements of the person you are knitting for, or to compare the 
measurements of the project with an existing article of clothing that you 
know fits well. During the project, keep a tape measure handy to check 
tension or to measure your knitting.

Stitch markers | Use а stitch marker to mark the beginning and епа of a 
panel of stitches, or to identity the end of each row when you are working 
inthe round. If you don't have any stitch markers to hand, you could use 
small safety pins or a short length of contrasting coloured yarn. 


Scissors | You should always keep a small pair of good-quality needlecraft 
scissors handy, for cutting off yarn and trimming ends. Sharp, short-bladed 
scissors are best: they allow you to snip really close to the work, keeping 
darned-in ends neater when you finish a seam. 


Double-pointed needles | Designed so that stitches can be slipped on 

and off at both ends, double-pointed needles (also called арп) are used 

for circular knitting, or for tubes. They are short needles that can only 
accommodate a small number of stitches, making them the best option for 
knitting very narrow tubes, such as gloves or socks. Many knitters find that 
wooden and bamboo double-pointed needles are easier to work with as they 
are less slippery than metal or plastic needles. 


Circular needles | Circular needles consist of a flexible cord that attaches 
to needles at either end. They are mainly used for knitting tubular items, 
such as hats, socks, or seamless sleeves. You can work a piece of flat 
knitting with circular needles; just turn your needles around after every 
row instead of working in the round. Long circular needles are also used 
for knitting wide or heavy items, such as blankets, because the weight of 
the work is taken by the cord and it can sit in your lap, rather than hanging 
offthe ends of standard needles, putting strain on your wrists. This makes 
it more comfortable to knit as your work gets heavier. Interchangeable 
circular needles are worth investing in if you find you prefer to use 
circular needles for all your projects. Circular needle sets are made 

up of connecting tubes of various lengths, and a selection of different- 
sized needles.

Before you begin | While it is true that thick 
yarns are easier to knit and that even beginners 
can achieve success in a short space of time, 
you will enjoy the projects more and achieve 
even better results if you keep in mind a few 
basic guidelines. 


Plan for success | If you are new to working with 
thick yarns, think about which styles suit your 
figure and choose an appropriate pattern. Thick 


yarns can give a bulkier result than thinner ones. 


So, for larger sizes, opt for casual, one-size 
styles and avoid designs with tight sleeves or 
small armholes. For a flattering outline, go for 
patterns with few seams. If you are not sure 
which size to choose, compare the pattern 
measurements with those of a similar garment 
from your wardrobe that you know fits well. 


Yarn quantities | The chunkier the yarn and the 
larger the needles, the more yarn you will need. 
Buying a less expensive yarn does not always 
turn out to be the bargain it seemed to be. A 
higher-quality, more expensive yarn often keeps 
its looks longer and is more hard-wearing than 
a cheaper option. Choose a classic style and 
colourway and enjoy wearing your garment for 
years to come. 


Chunky yarns are heavy | Keep in mind that 
chunky yarns can be quite heavy once they are 
knitted up. A knitted coat or long jacket will 
always stretch a little because of the sheer 
weight of the yarn. This has been taken into 
account when calculating the lengths of the 
designs in this book. 


Alta Moda for best results | The Alta Moda 

yarns from Lana Grossa used for some of the 
designs in this book are particularly good for 
very big stitches. The yarn structure looks like 

a thinner version of a tube from a French knitter. 
This gives maximum volume from a comparatively 
small quantity of yarn. Knitwear made from 

Alta Moda feels lighter and airier than those 
made from spun yarns but is just as warm 

and cosy. 


Stay loose | Choose larger rather than smaller 
needle sizes and remember to keep your knitting 
loose. Particularly fleecy yarns should be knitted 
with very big stitches. If the stitches are too close 
together, the surface can look slightly matted, 
the yarn will not look its best, and the finished 
garment will be stiff. 


Avoid seams | Knit as far as possible in a single 
piece, so that you avoid seams in your garment. 
Thick seams can be ugly and uncomfortable, 
they add bulk, and can give a lumpy outline. 
Always knit sleeves on a set of circular or 
double-pointed needles. Make jackets without 
side seams and knit shoulder seams together, 
rather than sewing them. 


Less is more | Working with thick yarns and 

big needles will give your knits a strong visual 
appeal. There is often no need for fancy stitches 
- all you need to create a striking, on-trend 
garment are a few basic knitting techniques and 
a strong sense of colour. If you do choose to use 
a fancy stitch, don't make it too detailed or fussy, 
or it will lessen the visual impact of your item.

Continue in fisherman's rib: 

Row 1 (right-side row]: Knit 1 (edge stitch), “Кай 
1, yarn over, slip 1 purlwise*; repeat from * to *, 
ending with knit 1 and 1 edge stitch. 

Row 2 (wrong-side row): Knit 1, * yarn over, slip 1 
purlwise, knit 1 together with the yarn over in the 
previous row*; repeat from * to *, ending with 
yarn over, slip 1 purlwise, and 1 edge stitch. 

Row 3: Knit 1, *knit 1 together with the yarn over 
in the previous row, yarn over, slip 1 purlwise *; 
repeat from * to * ending with knit 1 together with 
yarn over in the previous row and 1 edge stitch.

Collar | Work ёст (22/іп) in fisherman's rib and 
cast off all stitches loosely. 


Join the shoulder and collar seams | Place the 
front and back right sides together and on each 
side sew the shoulder and collar together in a 
single, continuous seam. 


Armholes | Measure 21cm [8'in] down from 
the shoulder seams and mark the position of the 
armholes. 


Sleeves | Cast on 17 stitches and start with a 
wrong-side row: work 1 row in knit 1 purl 1 rib, 
starting with knit 1. 

Then work in fisherman's rib pattern, as 
described for the back and front. 


Sleeve increases | Increase 1 stitch at each end 
of every 6th right-side row 6 times (29 stitches]. 
Increase by working make 1 between the first 
two stitches and the last two stitches of the row 
by picking up the horizontal strand between the 
stitches and knitting into the back of it. When 
work measures 50cm (19'/in], cast off all stitches 
loosely. The sleeve length is generous, so that 
the cuffs can be turned up. 


Finishing | Sew the top edge of the sleeve to the 
back and front between the markers. Then, 
starting from the bottom edge, join the front and 
back together and the sleeve seam from the 
armhole down to the bottom edge in one 


continuous seam. Repeat on the other side of the 
garment. Darn in all the ends. 


FOR THE MITTENS 


TENSION 

12 stitches and 16 rows in stocking stitch with 
double yarn on 7mm (0К2/0510'/) needles 

= 10cm (410) square. 


STITCHES 
Stocking stitch in rounds | Knit all stitches. 
Rib border | Knit 1 purl 1 alternately. 


Border | With two strands of anthracite yarn 
together and the set of double-pointed needles, 
cast on 20 stitches and distribute evenly between 
the needles. 

Work 9cm (3720) in rounds in single rib. 

Work 3 rounds in stocking stitch, then start 
increasing for the thumb. 


Thumb | 1st increase: Increase 1 stitch at each 
side by knitting into the strand between the first 
two stitches and the last two stitches of the 
round. Knit these stitches through the back of the 
loop in the next round to prevent holes from 
appearing in the work. 

Work 2 rounds in stocking stitch. 

2nd increase: Increase 1 stitch at each side by 
knitting into the strand between the second and 
third stitches and between the second and third 
stitches from the end of the round. Knit these 
stitches through the back of the loop in the next 
round to prevent holes from appearing in the work. 
Work 2 rounds in stocking stitch. 

3rd increase: Increase 1 stitch at each side by 
knitting into the strand between the third and 
fourth stitches and between the third and fourth 
stitches from the end of the round (26 stitches]. 
Knit these stitches through the back of the loop 


inthe next round to prevent holes from appearing 
inthe work. 
Work 2 rounds in stocking stitch. 


Thumb | Slip the first 3 stitches of the first needle 
and the last three stitches of the last needle onto 
safety pins. 


Hand | Join the remaining 20 stitches into a round, 
distributing the stitches evenly. Work 8cm (3% in] 
stocking stitch in rounds, then change colour to 
orange red. 


Top | Decrease for the top as follows: 

*Knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pass slipped stitch over [see 
page 134], knit 4, knit 2 together, knit 1*. Repeat 
from * to *. 

Knit one round on these 16 stitches. 

Next row: *Knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pass slipped stitch 


over, knit 2, knit 2 together, knit 1*. Repeat from * to *. 


Knit one round on these 12 stitches. 

Next row: *Knit 1, slip 1, knit 1, pass slipped stitch 
over, knit 2 together, knit 1*. Repeat from * to *. 

(8 stitches remain). 

Cut off the yarn, thread the end through all the 
stitches, pull tight and darn in on the inside. 


Thumb | Arrange the 6 stitches from the safety pins 
with 2 stitches on each of three needles, join into а 
round and pick up and knit 1 stitch between the last 
and first stitches of the round, next to the hand. 


On these 7 stitches work 8cm [3winj stocking stitch 
in rounds. On the last round knit 2 together 3 times, 


knit 1 (4 stitches remain].

Finishing | Draw the stitches together firmly where 
the hand joins the thumb.

Collar | Starting with the left front, with wrong 
side facing, knit the 5 stitches from the holder, 
pick up 9 stitches along the back neck and knit 
the 5 stitches from the holder of the right front 
(19 stitches). 

Continue in fisherman's rib, so that the stitches 
from the holders continue the pattern correctly. 
When the collar measures 12cm (4?Ain], cast off 
all stitches loosely. 


Sleeves | Cast on 15 stitches and work a 
wrong-side row in knit 1 purl 1 rib. Continue in 
fisherman's rib. Work the first and last stitches 
of each row as a knit 1 edge stitch. 


CITY KNITS 


Increase 1 stitch at each end of every 12th row 
6 times (27 stitches]. 

When work measures 50cm (19/2іп), cast off all 
stitches loosely. 


Belt | For the belt, work on 2 needles from the 
set of 10mm double-pointed needles. Cast on

Measurements in cm (in). 
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Decrease for waistline | The jumper is slightly 
waisted. For this, stitches are decreased at 
both sides. 

When the work measures 21cm [8 in], purl 
together the second and third stitches and the 
third-last and second-last stitches of the front 
and back, i.e. decrease a total of 4 stitches in 
this round. 

Repeat these decreases twice more in every 
following 4th round (108 (116:124) stitches 
remain). 

Work 4 rounds in reverse stocking stitch then 
increase to replace the previous decreases by 
purling into the front and back of the second 
and second-last stitches of the front and back. 
Repeat the increases twice more іп every 
following 4th round, until there are once again 
120 (128:136) stitches on the needle. 


Divide for back and front | When work measures 
48 (47:46)cm (187 (181/2:18'/в)іп), divide for the 
armholes. The back and front are finished 
separately and worked in rows. 

Divide the stitches into 60 (64:68) stitches each 
for the front and back. Work the back first. 


Armholes | Cast off 3 stitches at the start of 
the next 2 rows. Then decrease at each side 
2 stitches once and 1 stitch once (48 (52:56) 

stitches remain on the needle). 

Continue without further shaping until back 
measures 66cm (26in]. 


CITY KNITS 


Back neck | When back measures 66cm (2610), 
slip the centre 18 stitches onto a spare needle or 
stitch holder. 

Finish the right and left sides of the back 
separately by casting off at the neck edge on every 
other row 3 stitches once and 2 stitches once. 
When back measures 68cm (26% in], slip the 
remaining 10 (12:14) stitches onto holders for the 
shoulders. They will later be knitted together 
with the shoulder stitches of the front. 


Front neck | When front measures 52cm (20'/;in], 
slip the centre 16 stitches onto a spare needle or 
a stitch holder. Finish the right and left sides of 
the front separately by casting off at the neck 
edge on every other row 2 stitches twice and 1 
stitch twice. 

When fronts measure 68cm (26?/in], slip the 
remaining shoulder stitches onto stitch holders, 
as for the back. 


Join the shoulder seams | Turn the jumper to 
the wrong side and join one shoulder seam by 
knitting together 1 stitch of the back and 1 stitch 
of the front shoulder. Next row: cast off all 
stitches. Join the second shoulder seam in the 
same way. 

Alternatively, the shoulder stitches can be 
grafted together or cast off and sewn up later. 


Neck border | On the set of double-pointed 
needles, with the right side of the work facing

you and starting at the back right shoulder, pick 
up 5 stitches from the cast-off edge, 18 stitches 
from the back neck stitch holder, 5 stitches from 
the cast-off edge at the other side, 14 stitches 
down the left side of the front neck opening, 6 
cast-off stitches, 16 stitches from the holder, 

6 cast-off stitches and 14 stitches up the right 
side of the front neck opening (84 stitches). 
Work 2 rows stocking stitch, then cast off all 
stitches loosely. 


Sleeves | The sleeves are knitted in rounds 
on the set of 7mm double-pointed needles. 
Cast on 28 (31:34) stitches in light red, divide 
evenly between the needles and work the rolled 
edge as described for the jumper.

After the rolled edge, increase on every 10th 
round by knitting into the strand between the 
second and third stitches and between the 
third-last and second-last stitches. Repeat 6 
more times, until there are 42 (45:48) stitches 
on the needles. 

When the work measures 25cm (10іп), change 
to dark grey and reverse stocking stitch. 


Sleeve top | When work measures 44cm (177/гіп) 
change to working in rows. Because of the curve 
of the top, it is best to begin by continuing to work 
on two or three of the double-pointed needles. 
Later, when there are fewer stitches on the 
needle, one needle will be enough. 

Cast off 3 stitches at the beginning of the next 
two rows (36 (39:42) stitches remain). 

Then at each side, cast off 2 stitches once and 

1 stitch three times (26 (29:32) stitches remain). 
Work 9 (10:11)cm (3%s (4:4?/5]in] without shaping, 
then cast off at each end of the next 6 rows: 

Size S: cast off 1-0-1-2-3-3 stitches. On the next 
row cast off the remaining 6 stitches. 


Size M: cast off 1-1-1-2-3-3 and the remaining 
7 stitches on the next row. 
Size L: cast off 1-1-1-2-3-4 and the remaining 
8 stitches on the next row. 


Finishing | Sew in the sleeves. Darn in all the 
ends. Lightly steam the jumper or leave to dry 
under a damp cloth. 


FOR THE LONG SCARF 

With 7mm circular needle and dark grey, cast on 
22 stitches and work in stocking stitch in rows. 
Work the first stitch of every row as an edge 
stitch: on right-side rows slip the stitch knitwise, 
on wrong-side rows purlwise. 

Change colour after every 14 rows, knitting broad 
stripes in light red and dark grey. 

When work measures 120cm (47in) after a light 
red stripe, reduce the width of the stripes and 
work 2 rows in dark grey and 2 rows in light red 
alternately. Do not cut off the yarn at the end of 
the narrow stripes, work it in at the edge. 

When work measures 240cm (94'/in) after a light 
red stripe, knit a small rolled edge in dark grey, 
as described for the jumper on page 23, and cast 
off all stitches. 

Darn in the ends and steam the scarf lightly. It 
will roll up a little; this effect is deliberate.

Turn and work the wrong-side row. 

Slip the centre front 51 stitches onto a holder.

Back | Finish the back first, continuing in 
stocking stitch on 60 (66:72) stitches.

Front neck | Now finish the front. When front

Make the second 
pocket in the same way. 


Back and front | The coat is worked in one piece 
in long rows up to the armholes. With the 10mm 
circular needle and one strand of red-brown 
marl and one of taupe, cast on 88 (100:112) 


stitches. Begin with a wrong-side row and purl 3, 


then work in knit 2 purl 2 rib ending with knit 2, 
then purl the last 3 stitches. 

Work 7cm (2% in] in rib as set. Then change to 
light green marl and taupe and continue in 
stocking stitch. Keep to the stripe sequence. 
Allocate the stitches as follows: 21 (24:27) 
stitches for the right front, 46 (52:58) stitches for 


the back, and 21 (24:27) stitches for the left front. 


Mark the imaginary side seams with stitch 
markers or safety pins. 


Note: The front border and shawl collar are 
knitted on later. The border is 4cm (1°/in) wide.

Attaching pockets | When work measures 38cm

. pockets. Knit 5 (6:7) stitches, slip the next 14 


stitches onto a stitch holder and knit across the 
14 stitches of one pocket, knit the last 2 (4:6) 
stitches of the right front, the 46 (52:58) stitches 
of the back and 2 (4:6) stitches of the left front, 
slip the next 14 stitches onto a stitch holder and 
knit the 14 stitches of the second pocket, finishing 
the row with the remaining 5 (6:7) stitches of the 
left front. The pocket borders will later be knitted 
on the stitches from the holders. Continue in 
stocking stitch, keeping to the stripe sequence. 


Decrease for the waist | The coat is slightly 
waisted. Decreases are worked at both sides. 
When work measures 56cm (22in), knit together 
the third-last and second-last stitches of the 
right front - i.e. the 19th and 20th stitches for 
size S, the 22nd and 23rd stitches for size M and 
the 25th and 26th stitches for size L - the second 
and third stitches of the back, the third-last and 
second-last stitches of the back and the second 
and third stitches of the left front. (4 stitches 
decreased per row). 

Repeat these decreases twice more on every öth 
row, (76 (88:100) stitches on the needle). Knit 

7 rows, then increase in the next row by knitting 
into the front and back of the second stitch before 
and after both side seams. 

Repeat these increases twice on every 8th row, 
(88 (100:112) stitches on the needle). 


Front neck slope | When work measures 

68cm (263/іп), start decreasing for the neck 
slope on both fronts. On the right front, slip the 
3rd stitch, knit 1 and pass slipped stitch over; on 
the left front knit together the fourth-last and 
third-last stitches. 

Decrease 7 times in all on every 6th row. 
Remember to divide for the armholes when work 
measures 80 (78:76)cm (31 (30%:30)in]. 


Divide for fronts and back | When the work 
measures 80 (78:76)ст (31 (303/::30)), divide 
for the armholes and finish the fronts and back 
separately.

Sew the pockets to the inside of the 
coat fronts with whip stitch so the stitches cannot 
be seen on the right side.

Some knitters prefer charts to written patterns as they are easy to 12 EE 
read, and because the visual patterns of the stitch repeats can be 10 EE 
easier to memorize. The number of stitches to cast on is usually 8 ЕЕЕ 
indicated on the chart. If not, you can calculate the cast-on. Count ccm 2E

Each square represents one stitch and each horizontal line $ 5 4 
represents a row. After casting on, work from the bottom of the chart 
up. Read odd-numbered rows (usually right-side rows) from right to 
left, and even numbered rows (usually wrong-side rows) from left to 
right. Work the edge stitches, then work the stitches inside the repeat 
as many times as instructed. Some symbols mean one thing in the 
right-side (RS) row and another іп the wrong-side (WS) row.

Measuring tension 


Before you start a project, knit a swatch so you can check you are knitting the correct stitch size (tension) 
for your pattern. If your finished work doesn't have the correct tension, the finished item may not fit. 


1 Using the recommended needle size, knit a 2 Now count the number of rows to 10cm (йіп) 
swatch about 13cm (біп) square. Lay it flat and in the same way. If there àre fewer rows and 
insert two pins 10cm (Ain) apart. Count the stitches than in the instructions, use smaller 
number of stitches between the pins. needles. If there are more, try larger needles. 


For your project, use the needle size that best 
matches the correct tension. 
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Altering patterns 


You can alter the length of garment patterns worked in plain garter or stocking stitch, but avoid altering 
armholes, necklines and the tops of sleeve heads. As sleeves and some bodies have shaping, these must 
be adjusted too. Неге 5 how to lengthen a sleeve. 


1 Photocopy, draw, or trace the original pattern diagram. Write the new required length on your copy, for 
example 48cm. 

2 Find the number of rows to 10cm in the tension note. Divide that number by 10 to calculate the number 
of rows there are in 1cm. For example, if there were 30 rows per 10cm, there would be 3 rows per 1cm. 

3 Multiply the required new length by the number of rows in 1cm. The answer is the total number of rows 
in the new length - for example, 48 (ст) x З (rows рег cm) = 144 rows. 

4 Any increasing will also have to be re-calculated. From the pattern, note the number of stitches to cast 
on at the cuff and how many there will be on the needle just before starting the underarm shaping. (This 
figure is often shown at the end of the instructions for the increases.) 

5 Subtract the smallest number from the largest number of stitches to be increased. Divide the answer by 
two [because a sleeve has two sides) to give the number of stitches to increase on each side. For example: 
114 - 60 = 54 stitches. 54 + 2 = 27. So 27 stitches would be increased at each side. 

6 To calculate the number of rows between each increase, divide the new number of rows found in Step 3 
by the number of increases worked out in Step 5. If the answer is a fraction, round it down to a whole 
number. For example: 144 + 27 = 4.22. So, you would increase one stitch each side every 4 rows. Knit the 
remaining rows straight before doing the underarm cast-offs.

Cables 


Cables are usually knitted in stocking stitch on a reverse stocking stitch (or garter stitch) ground. They 
are made by crossing two, three or more stitches over other stitches in the row. Here the technique is 
illustrated with the cable 4 front and cable 4 back cables, which are crossed on every sixth row.

Blocking 


When blocking [finishing a piece by steaming or pressing), always refer to your yarn label before you start. 
Textured patterns such as garter stitch, ribbing, and cables should be wet blocked or steamed very gently, 
so that you don't stretch or squash the pattern. 


Wet blocking 


If the yarn allows it, wet blocking is the best way 
to even out your knitting. Wet or wash the piece 

in lukewarm water. Squeeze out gently, then roll 
up in a dry towel to squeeze out more moisture. 

Pin the piece into shape on a layer of dry towels 

covered with a sheet and leave to dry. 


Steam blocking 


Only steam block if your yarn allows. Pin the 
piece into shape, then place a damp cloth on top. 
Use a warm iron to create steam, barely touching 
the damp cloth. Do not press the iron down on 
the knitting, and avoid any textured areas such 
as cables and ribbing. Leave the pins in place 
until the piece has dried completely. 
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
